President Wilson received the dpi 


egatiqn and stated that he favored £ 
standing woman's suffrage commit'tef 
in the house of representatives, but 
he denied their requests that he send 
a special message to congress upon 
the reform.

LEADER AMONG WOMEN 


DIES AT ST. LOUIS 


Miss Phoebe 
Couzins, First Woman 


Lawyer, and United States Mar- 


shal, Dies in Poverty. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRBSS.J 


St. Louis, Dec. S.—Phoebe Couzins 


who was the first woman lawyer in 
the United States, the first woman to 
hold the office of United States mar- 
shal, and the first woman 10 be gradu- 
ated from Washington university, was 
buried here this afternoon. With her 
was lowered into the grave her most 
prized possessions—the United States 
marshal badge of silver presented by 
President Cleveland to her 
father, 
and upon his death, to her. 


Miss Couzins died in poverty in the 


bare room of a vacant house. Satur- 
day. 
Her burial was provided for by 


Mrs. William H. Thompson, wife of 
a banker, who in their childhood days 
lived next door to the Couzins and 
>vas Phoebe's playmate. Two automo-
